AN EXPLANATION FRON GOV. SMITH. 
The appointment of Hon. Jeremiah lf. 
Rusk as Railway Commissioner, created 
considerable feeling among politicians and 
their intimate friends. Madison had not 
bosn so thoroughly stirred ap for weeks as 
on Thursday last when Mr. Rusk’s name 
was tent to the Senate. Some imagined the 
appointment had a political significance, 
and thia apprehension added aggravation to 
thair case. The matter had made so much 
talk, and had been|the subject of so many 
newspaper articles, many of which reflect­ 
ed on the Executive, that Governor Smith 
permitted himseli to be interviewed re­ 
garding the appointment- It now appears 
that some of the leading papers were too 
hasty in giving the nomination! a political 
coloring, and in impugning the motive of 
the Governor in making it. Last evening's 
State Journal, on the authority of Govern­ 
or Smith, says that Col. James H. Howe 
did 
not 
ask, and 
did 
not 
advise, 
the 
appointment 
or 
nomination 
of 
Horace liublee, or any other person, as 
Railway Commissioner ; and further that 
Washburn did not ask or advise the nornl* 
nation of General Rusk. 
Some of the papers, and many of the 
politicians, charged the Governor with 
holding out inducements to other candi­ 
dates, wneu they affirm that the nomina­ 
tion of Rusk bad been settled upoe for 
weeks. lo reply to ibis, the Governor 
states that Rusk's appointment was not 
agreed upon until Wednesday of last week, 
the 
day 
before 
it 
was 
sent 
to 
the 
Senate. 
The 
Journal 
then 
concludes: “For some days previous to 
that time, the expediency or desirability of 
Anding some man not prominently men­ 
tioned in connection with the office was 
under consideration ; and this was repeat­ 
edly stated by tile Governor to persons who 
called upon bim. This was no secret, lie 
disclaims most emphatically auy purpose 
or intention of making the offices or pat­ 
ronage at his disposal subservient to any 
personal or ambitious schemes, either tor 
the advancement of himself or bis friends* 
aa his highest ambition is to honor the 
office he now fills, and to discharge his du- 
ties with fidelity.”

FROM MADISON. 


J. W. Mackey is one of the three richest 
men in the world. The others are Duke 
of Westminster, and Rothschild. The in­ 
come (per day of these money kings, are 
stated as follows: Duke of Westminster, 
$2,OGO ; Rothschild J$5,OOO ; and Mackey, 
$7,000. Last (year Al ackey a.income was 
staled to be 14 million dollars. Who is this 
Mackey, who is richer than a )Rothschild ? 
Thirty years ago he was traveling in this 
country as a “drummer” boy. Seventeeu 
years ago he was a bankrupt. To-day be 
owns the richest mine on the Pacific Coast, 
and is considered the wealthiest mao in the 
world. 


STILL UNSETTLED. 
Our reports from Madison to-day give 
new developments regarding the Railway 
Commissionership. This morning the Sen* 
ate received a message from Governor 
Smith withdrawing tie name of General 
Rusk as Commissioner. This was done at 
the urgent request of the General. The 
Democrats held a caucus last night and 
agreed to vote for the 
confirmation 
of Rusk which would have been sufficient 
to have made him the Commissioner, but 
inasmuch as he could not secure a majority 
of the Republican Senators, be chose to 
withdraw. 
If confirmed, he wanted it 
done by his own party, or not at all. This 
decision on the part of General Rusk com* 
mauds the praise of his party friends. 
It 
•hows conclusively that he was not so 
anxious 
tor 
the 
office 
as 
to 
accept it contrary to the wish of a majority 
of the Republican Senators. A more hon­ 
orable course could not have been pursued 
and his action in this matter, will more 
than ever, entitle him to the kindly re­ 
gards ot his party. 
The cause from which arose the opposi­ 
tion to General Rusk, was his many years 
in office. He came to Wisconsin in 1853, 
and 
settled 
in 
Vernon county. He 
WU 
a member 
of 
the 
Legislature 
in 
1862, and in that year went to the 
field u a major of one of our regiments. 
For gallantry in the service be received a 
commission as a brigadier-general. lo 
1866 he was elected Bank Comptroller of 
the State, and re-elected in 186S, and after 
his last term u Comptroller was elected to 
the Forty-second Congress, and was re­ 
elected to the Forty-third and Forty-fourth, 
serving as chairman of the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions. There w u hardly a man 
on the floor of the House of Representatives 
who exerted a greater personal influence 
than General Rusk, or one which worked 
more industriously and successfully for his 
constituents. Considering that he had been 
in public life for ten consecutive years, 
many thought be should retire and give 
others an opportunity to eat of the public 
loaves and fishes.

To His Excellency William E. Smith: 
On Thursday last, when leaving Wash­ 
ington tor my home, I learned unofficially 
that you had been Dleased to nominate me 
tor tbe office of Railway Commissioner. 
This was to me a complete surprise, for, as 
you well know, I had not been in any way 
an applicant or candidate for the offioe. 
Indeed the report that I had been nomi­ 
nated was tbe first intimation to me that 
my 
name 
had ever been mention­ 
ed 
or 
considered 
in 
connection 
with the position. I appreciate fully this 
manifestation of your confidence in me, 
and I assure you that for the compliment 
your action involves I am profoundly 
grateful. I have, however, at no time de­ 
sired tbe position, nor do I now desire it, 
ana have therefore respectfully to request 
tbe withdrawal of my nomination. I have 
the honor to be yours, very truly. 
J. M. R usk.

The House Passes the Stanley 
Matthews’ Silver Resolu­ 
tions 


By a Vote of 187 
, 
Nays. 
Yeas to 79 


The Significance o f the Vote— 
No Veto Expected. 


No Doubts Entertained as to 
the Fate o f Ute Bland Bill. 


SILVER RESOLUTIONS. 


The Vote in the H ouse— W hat the Vote I n ­ 
ti irate*-U real Victory fo r the Silver H eir 
Washington, Jan. 28.—The vote in tbe 
House by which the Matthews resolutions 
were passed indicates as plainly as can be 
indicated what the result will be when the 
Bland bill comes there again, if it eyer does, 
saddled with a veto. Expressions from 
men who voted to-day are that President 
Havej dare not, should not, and will not, 
refuee to accept such an overwhelming 
vote as the will of the people, and act ac­ 
cordingly. The seventy-nine men who 
voted against the resolutions represent not 
>roducers, but speculators sod money- 
enders; and, as Gen. Butler says, they 
have ruled the country long enough. 
No 
important measure ever passed by gush an 
overwhelming majority. 
The silver men 
Could have lost thirty votes and still had a 
two-thirds majority, and yet several of 
heir strength were absent without pairs. 
The roll-call on tbe passage of Alat- 
,Lew’s resolution in the House shows that 
they received the votes of 116 Democrats 
aud 71 Republicans, and that the negative 
ist was made up ot 59 Republicans and 29 
Jemocrati. The only Western men who 
voted no were Cole, of Missouri. Ellsworth 
add Williams, of Michigan; Garfield, of 
Jhio, and Stewart, of Minnesota. Men 
ike Monroe, of Ohio, and McGowan, of 
Michigan, refused to vote at all on the 
question as presented. Only Ben Batler, 
and Phelps, of Conoeticut voted yes from 
the New England delegations. From the 
South only Busbee, of Florida; Schleicher, 
of Texas; Jordanson. of Virginia; Leonard, 
of Loui3iana,and Ramey of South Carolina, 
voted no. 
Mr. Ewing moved to suspend the rules 
and take from the Speaker’s table and pass 
the Senate concurrent resolution tor the 
payment of the United States 
bonds, 
principal and interest, In gold and sil­ 
ver, known as the Matthews silver resolu­ 
tion. 
Mr. Garfield moved the House adjourn. 
He desired his colleague (Ewing) would 
aet a time for debate on the resolution. 
Mr. Butlei—We do not want debate. 
Mr. Garfield—We have passed a bill on 
this subject without a word of debate. I 
do not propose to make any factious oppo* 
•Ilion to getting 
the 
sense 
of the 
House, but on a question so deeply 
affecting the public credit, reaching far 
beyond a mere technical legal question to 
which the resolution refers, we ought to 
havo a fair decision. 
Mr. Ewing.—The bill which has passed 
the House is pending in tne Senate. It may 
come back with amendments, .when debate 
on the subject will be had. 
Mr. Garfield—D? you want an amend­ 
ment? 
Mr. Garfield subsequently withdrew his 
motion to adjourn, and a vote was taken 
on passing the resolution, which resulted— 
yeas, 189; nays, 79.

London, Jan. 29.—There is little news 
from the Russian armies, and none from 
the armistice negotiations. 
No advance 
in torce is being made towards Constanti­ 
nople and Gallipoli, but every preparation 
has been made at Adnanople by the Rus­ 
sians, and an ovorwhelming movement 
forward in case the negotiations fail. The 
Roumanians have stormed an important 
position commanding Widdin, and a Buch­ 
arest correspondent sends a hasty dispatch 
announcing that its surrender will be com­ 
pleted to-day. 
In the English House of Commons last 
night the Chancellor ot the Exchequer, 
alter stating that the Government would 
require 1*6,000,000 for use in case the pres­ 
ent peace negotiations should fail gave a 
statement oi Russia’s conditions as commu* 
nicated by tbe Russian Ambassador, agree­ 
ing exactly with my dispatch of last Sat­ 
urday. 
On motion of Lord Hartington, 
leader 
of the Opposion in tbe House, 
the debate was postponed until Thursday, 
when there will be one division, and, 
should the Government have its usual ma­ 
jority. no further opposition will be made 
to tbe grant. The division will be made 
either on motion to go into Committee of 
the Whole or else on a motion to adjourn 
tbe debate a second time. 
The home-rule members having desided 
to vote together, they may be able to give 
majority to whichever side they favor. 
They will not decide for either party until 
just before tbe deciding vote takes place. 
Contrary to expectation, the Government 
has made this vote a test of confidence* 
and, should it be defeated, dissolution of 
tbe House will follow. 
Of this, however, 
there is no great probability.

The Shipm ent and Coinage o f Trade Dol­ 
lars at the San Francisco M int. 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 28:—The Bull­ 
etin to-day, commenting in its financial 
column on the dispatch received here from 
Washington that over 1,000,000 trade dollars 
had been shipped East the present month 
for domestic circulation, and that a suspen­ 
sion of the coinage of trade dollars at the 
San Erancisco Alint is contemplated, says 
though some shipments have been made, 
the amount is considerably overstated ; that 
the trade dollar,has opened a market for 
silver in Oriental countries which fine sil­ 
ver cannot fill: that during the current 
month 1,746,766 ounces of silver had been 
deposited in the mint, and halt a million 
more will be deposited before the close of 
the month. The reason for these heavy 
deposits arises from apprehension on tbe 
part of bankers and buUionists that dollars 
of 412>£ grains will be remonetized, in 
which event the facilities of tbe mint for 
silver coinage will be severely taxed, re­ 
stricting tbe means tor the coinage of trade 
dollars, hence the disposition to lay In a 
good supply, especially as there is aa act­ 
ive demand this season. The amount ot 
trade dollars shipped hence to China dur­ 
ing 1877 was $8,619,000. 
Tbe article 
strongly deprecates the suspension of the 
coinage of trade dollars at the mint in this 
city.

Jefferson’s 
trout preserves, wnere can be bad excel­ 
lent sport iu fly- fishing.

farmer’s barn, well stocked with hay and 
stalks and farm implements.

position and bright, handsome face, is a 
chief pet of the proprietor who brought 
him over the seas.

when we took a drive through the neigh­ 
boring region, tho cool, gray November 
day wrapping the fields, the trees and tbe 
hill-tops in neutral tints, suggested several 
scenes that Corol would have liked to 
paint, and it was of Corot again, that tbe 
genial artist otten spoke. 
“There,” he

distant country woman lent the quietly 
decorative charm that the French land­ 
scape painter so loved, there is a Corot, 
i9n’t it ?"

Wisconsin butter aud cheese had to go beg­ 
ging tor a good price, and if we obtained 
that it had to be sandwiched in by some 
friend or-friendly commission merchant, in 
New York, as everything In their line, 
good or bad, and indifferent, went under 
that very pleasant beaded quotation, “West 
era 
liuUe!*,” ** Western Cheese,’' with 
prices following, which made some feel like 
saying naughty words who knew they had 
a good article, if it was made in Wiscon­ 
sin Aud as London buyers, as well as 
New York buyers, knew that Wisconsin 
was out west somewhere, it would not do 
to put Wisconsin on a tub of butter or & 
box of cheese. Bat thanks to a few dairy­ 
men who never knew any place for that 
word tail, with pu«b, pluck aud energy 
a different state of things now exist. They 
not only allow us to put “ Wisconsin” on, 
but are anxious that we should do it. Not 
on^y this, but I have a circular before me 
of January 19th, with this cheese quota 
Hon: State fancy factories, 13^ ; prime to 
choice, 12^-13, Ac; Wisconsin factory, 
(capitol F) 1212 to 13; and adds that fine 
Wisconsin are wanted, but scarce.

Ten year* ago the town of 
Cold Spring, in Jefferson county, was one 
of the p oorest ta the assessed valuation of 
leal e state of any town in that county, and 
to day it is oue of the wealthiest, an i her 
butte r and cheese lactones and larrn dairies 
have brought about this change.

—Bod. Thomas M. Nichols, of Kansas, 
delivered his lecture os the currency of the 
United States and the remonetization cf 
the silver dollar, in College Chapel, Thors- 
eay evening, Jan. 24th. He claimed that 
the founders of our government designed 
that its currency should be based upon 
gold and silver coinage, and that such had 
been the settled monetary policy eyer 
since, and that the apparent departure from 
this policy in the issue of greenbacks was 
not a departure in reality, but that these 
were issued upon the right of oar govern­ 
ment to borrow money and not to com it. 
These statements be fortified by quotations 
from Alexander Hamilton, Daniel Web­ 
ster, Salmon P. Chase, and others. He al­ 
so briefly reviewed the acts of Congress 
upon coinage to establish the fact that the 
silver dollar was practically demonetized 
by the act of 1834, reducing the value of 
the gold dollar C 3-5 per cent, and thereby 
under-valuing the silver dollar, and that 
the act of 1873, dropping the silver dollar 
from the coinage, was passed after mature 
deliberation of over three years, in accor­ 
dance with the opinion of the best finan­ 
ciers in and out of Congress. Mr. Nichols 
bas a clear and direct way of stating his 
views. 
—A certain farmer would not sell his 
hogs at a less figure than four dollars per 
hundred, which was fifty cents above the 
market price, but olTered them tor so many 
dollars. The buyer took them in. and got 
the swine tor twenty cents per hundred 
less than the market price. Moral: Don't 
try to beat a shipper at his own game.
